Kuroki’s Narrow Escape. 

The Standard's correspondent with Gen. 
Kuroki’s army, telegraphing under date of 
Oct. 15, gives the details of several incidents 
of the battle around Shaho, inciuding a story 
of the danger which threatened the Japanese 
right Oct. 11, when the Russians, in over- 
whelming numbers, practically surrounded 
the force detached to protect its right wing. 
He said it seemed at one time as if the Jap- 
anese would be turned and the protecting 
detachment so isolated that it could not be 
succored; but the indomitable courage and 
energy of the Japanese infantry saved the 
situation. On the morning of Oct. 12 the 
right column of the right army had made its 
communications secure, though the fighting 
was hard and the suffering heavy. In the 
end it completely routed the enemy, who left 
2,500 dead on the field. 


Sample of Jap Courage. 

The correspondent, while fully recogniz- 
ing the stern valor of the Russians, shows 
by his dispatches that he is continually be- 
coming more impressed by the qualities of 
the Japanese infantry, whose courage, he 
says, only rises in the face of difficulties 
seemingly insuperable. He relates the fol- 
lowing story of a Japanese attack on a hill: 

The slope up which they were creeping 
was painfully swept by a horizontal tor- 
rent of lead. The gallantry and tenacity 
of the enemy were as yet unshaken. If 
the position was to be carried the only hope 
lay in a supreme effort of self-sacrifice. 

“Rising from the ground a company of 
infantry moved forward in open order across 
the bullet swept slope and approached the 
summit. Instantly the Russians sprang 
from their trenches and from the crest of 
the hill and poured a succession of deadly | 
volleys into the Japanese, . 

The thin, dark line wavered under the 
blast, broke, and scattered back down the 
hill. But the handful of heroes rallied and 
again rushed headlong up the slope. 

Then they halted, re-formed, dashed on 
once more. With every foot of ground they 
covered their numbers lessened, and once 
again they were swept back in confusion 


Last Supreme Effort Wins. | 
But they had shown the way to others. 
Another company pushed up the slope, 
Again the volleys crashed out, but this time 
they were unavailing. There was a desper- 
ate, headlong rush, and the little men 
had gained the crest. The Russians rose to 
their feet and their stalwart figures could be 
seen outlined clearly against the sky. A few 
paces only separated them from their ene- 
mies. 
“Then for a terrible moment the ranks

The shooting took place in the front room 
of a lodging house in Pine street, which had 
been under surveillance for several days 
past. The detectives believed the inmates 
were participants in the holdup of a train at 
Centralia, III., and wers resolved to make 


arrests if possible. 


Detectives Arrest 

Ten minutes before the fight took place 
Vaughn left the house. He was placed un- 
der arrest, and, accompanied by their pris- 
oner, the detectives reöntered the building. 
In the lead were Detectives Shea, McClus- 
ky, and Dwyer, while Detectives Boyle and 
James, with Vaughn, marched in the rear. 

Hardly had the detectives entered the room 
in which Rose and Blair were seated, when 
they were met with a volley of shots from 
a heavy caliber revolver. Shea sank to the 
floor on the first shot and Dwyer followed 
almost instantly. Dwyer died in the hospital 


tonight. 


By that time the detectives had drawn 
their revolvers, and there was a deafening 
exchange of shots for several seconds, each 
man pulling the trigger of his weapon as 


rapidly as possible. 


„ Three Detectives Shot. 
During the excitement, Vaughn attempted 
to escape from his captors and assist Rose 
and Blair. Boyle and James, however, 
clubbed their revolvers and beat their pris- 
oner over the head until he was unconscious, 
and then they went to the aid of Shea, Dwyer, 
and McCluskey, the latter having in the 
meanwhile fallen to the floor with a critical 
wound in the stomach. 
One of the unwounded detectives sum- 
moned an ambulance and the wounded of- 
ficers and suspects were taken to the City 


hospital.

Esopus, N. T., Oct. A. —-ISpecial. Alton 
B. Parker today delivered a speech to a del- 
egation from Hudson county, N. J., in which 
he reiterated his charges of extravagance 
against the republican administration.

Sticks to His Philippine Figures.

The laxity of methods in the admin- 
istration had made “ graft "’ possible and had 
caused to develop a great army of men whose 
only object was to get something for nothing 
with the government paying the bills. He 
urged a return to the sound and economical 
methods of the earlier days and closed by 
quoting from President Jackson's inaugural 
address on the subject.

LEGED “EXPOSURE.” 


“Secret Correspondence” Read in N 
York Speech by Culberson of Texas 
to Prove President Roosevelt's 
“Complicity” in the Isthmiaa Re- 
volt Shown to Have Been Given to 
Gorman While Debate Was in 
Progress in Senate. 

Quincy, Mass., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Senator 
Lodge, in a speech here tonight, made a 
spirited and forcible reply to the attack on 
President Roosevelt’s’ Panama canal policy 
made by Senator Culberson of Texas last 
night in New York. :

The president decided to issue the call 
several weeks ago upon the occasion of the 
visit to the White house of the delegates 
of the interparliamentary union, and the 
formal invitation has been in course of prep-

Judge 
Parker's sensational statement, if it meant 
anything at all, meant that the president, the 
secretary of war, and the governor of the 
Philippines have been grossly and even crim- 
inally negligent; that they have permitted 
agriculture and business in the islands to 
run down hill, and that under the mal-ad- 
ministration the Filipinos were becoming 
worse off day by day.

The conditions expressed by Judge Parker, 
if they had been true, might have justified 
a political, if not an actual, impeachment of 
the president, the secretary of war, and the 
governor of the Philippines, because those 
three men in their official capacities concen- 
trate all the responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of the United States government in 
the Philippine islands so far as the execu- 
tive branch of the government is concerned.

| Only Slight Skirmishes. 
Russian correspondents report that some 
regiments of the Fifth Siberian corps have 
been engaged in slight skirmishes on the 
advance line the last few days. The fact 
that the First and Fifth Siberian were the 
only corps hitherto unmentioned in reports 
of the fighting on Oct. 19 shows that Gen. 
Kouropatkin has sent the reserves to the 
trenches, giving other much tried corps a. 
thorough rest. Meanwhile the Cossacks 
are raiding the Japanese lines. 
The general staff yesterday received the 
following dispatch from Gen. Sakharoff: 
“The Russian troops on Oct. 19 made a 


‘peconnoissance in force against the enemy 


south of the village of Sindiapu. The enemy’s 
outposts were driven back. A Japanese bat- 
tery, which opened fire, was silenced and 
compelled to retire. 

“There was no fighting Oct. 20. This 
morning (Thursday) the Russian volunteer 
sharpshooters, under cover of a fog, closed 
up on the enemy and brought fm another gun 
and Umber which was left from Poutiloff 
hill (formerly Lone Tree hill). The Jap- 


anese opened a heavy fire, but on account of 


the fog the firing was ineffective.” 


Fight Over Abandoned Guns. 

It has been developed that after the Lone 
Tree hill rout the Japanese were unable to 
remove a number of cannon in addition to 
those left on the hill, and which remained 


midway between the Russian and Japanese | 


trenches. As they lay, these guns were so 
exposed to fire from both sides that it was 
impossible for either Russians or Japanese 
to get possession of them during daylight, 
and repeated attempts have been made by 
both sides to secure the guns under cover of 


darkness. 
Up to the present time Cossack detach- 


‘ments have succeeded in getting three of 


the cannon. The dexterity of the Cossacks 


in this sort of work was repeatedly illus- 


trated during the Russian army Maneuvers. 
On one occasion they abstracted the artillery 
harness, completely disabling all the bat- 
teries of their rival combatants. eae 


THROW A FEW SHELLS. 

Mukden, Oct. 21, 5:20 a. m-—The Rus- 
gians on Thursday opened an artillery fire 
upon Shakhe station, where there seemed 
to be a Japanege outpost watching the Rus- 
sian movements. The guns were then trained 
on the village of Lamatung, a little east of’ 
the station. The Japanese replied languiaiy. 

Towards evening yesterday the fog lifted, 
and some of the Russian guns at various 
points opened fire against the Japanese ae- 
fenses, but they did not respond, either from 
searcity of ammunition or the desire not to 
reveal the location of their batteries. The 
weather and the condition of the roads have 
made extensive operations impossible. 

Every man of the 200 Cossacks commanded 
by Capt. Tourgenieff who Tuesday night re- 
connoitered the Japanese left southwest- 
ward, and who near Sandopu unexpectedly 
encountered 4 good sized Japanese force 
with machine guns, was wounded and every 
horse, except Capt. Tourgenieff’s, was hit 


by the bullets from the Japanese machine | 


guns. 
Tourgenieff, though mortally wounded, 


carried off one man behind his saddle, while 
others managed to-creep back to camp. But 
not one man was killed on the field.

able damp corn yet. Believe a good hard 


frost would kill the green stocks and start 
the sap downward so the ears would cure 
rapidly. Farmers have not been selling free- 
ly on the decline. There were quite liberal 
offerings when they could get 40c at country 
Stations, but under that figure they decline 
to sell. indications are that the early ship- 
ments of new corn will bring a good price

The Modern Miller says: Moisture is 
needed over a large portion of the winter 
wheat belt and there is some complaint on 
thic score, yet on the whole the crop is mak-. 
ing seasonable growth. Ideal weather has 
prevailed for the propagation of Hessian 
fly, and the pest has made its appearance 
in the wheat fields of Illinois and southern 
Missouri and Kansas, but not to an alarming 
extent as yet, although prevalent in volun- 
teer oats. Much of the wheat in sections 
where the Hessian fly did most damage in 
previous years was planted late this year 
in order to avoid the pest. This accounts 
for the fact that many farmers are still sow- 
ing wheat.“ 

In regard to the importation of Manitoba 
wheat A. D. Thomson of Duluth writes W. 
P. Anderson: Manitoba wheat is about 
Ze per bu above an import basis today, either 
at Buffalo or Minneapolis, that is, on a legiti- 
mate basis. Any importation of moment of 
Manitoba wheat would, we think, quickly re- 
sult in higher prices in Manitoba and put it 
above an import basis.“

Insurance Companies Affected Under 
the Illinois Law Will Oppose At- 
tempts to Oust Them. 


Much interest is being taken by Chicago 
agents in the probable fight over the decision 
of the Appellate court of Illinois, in which it 
was held that a company incorporated in an- 
other state with headquarters in Chicago 
must comply with the Illinois laws whether 
it issues policies on Illinois property or not. 
This decision followed proceedings brought 
against alleged wildcat companies. 

It now affects several companies doing a 
surplus line business, writing this in Illinois 
through licensed surplus line brokers. Most 
of these companies are incorporated in Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. They hold that if 
the insurance department begins proceedings 
against them, the fact that they are operat- 


made one of the two points in the fight. Itis 
understood the Illinois department holds that 
such companies having their headquarters 
in Chicago, whether operating through sur- 
plus line brokers or not, must comply with 


the law. 

The department contends that the surplus line 
law gives licensed brokers the privilege of pro-

at the head offices of the company. These head 
offices must be located outside the state or else 
comply with the laws of the state. The time for 
the appeal of the Appellate court decision will end 
next Monday.

The authority given the New Yok association 
at Hartford to fight the Yonkers case was con- 
tinued until the matter is finally disposed of The 
report of the nominating committee recommending 
the names as given in the report of yesterday's 
proceedings in this paper was adopted, and those 
named by the committee were elected for the 
ensuing year.
